Department for an arrest and search warrant involving armed suspects. During this activation of our Regional 
SWAT team; the Custom Border Patrol Air Security Unit was also requested. This involved the use of drones to 
oversee the operation. 

Due to the fact that the Grand Forks Police Department do not own or operate this type of equipment, I cannot 
answer the questions you have asked such as: storage requirements, altitude in which they fly, and their ability 
to carry weapons.
